tory." But it ifl'seen that in 1881 Mr. 
.Blaine stated very clearly what lie con- 
idered the limits of the waters of tliat 
territory, and it is not likely that hu has 
changed his mind. Secretary Manning, 
1886, referred the collector at San 
Fr anclaco to the te tter quoted above as 
to what he considered was the extent cif 
tho jurisdiction of tho United .States in 
the waters of tlio Territory of Alaska, 
riiis was done so that those inorcluints 
in San Francisco who were then futiiig 
out vessels to engage in the seal fishery 
wottld tiWr 
hips were found within the umits then 
marked out. From this it is evident 
that President Harrison intends to treat 
Bohring's Sea oa a closed sea, and that 
tlioae who regarded tho proclamation ns 
indotiiiito arp in error. "B" seems to 
be of opii;Uopj,.tbat,jif ^iti8h vessels 
liunting'seals on the high seas in Behi- 
ing'a Sea are, during this season, treated 
by tho United States cruisers ns pouch- 
era Admiral Hencage will have some- 
thing to say and to do in the matter. 



BLAINE'S DEFINITION. 

Sonic of the str.)iigest arguinonts that 
wa have seen against the claim of tlu 
United States to exclusive jurisdictioi 
over the waters of Behring's Sea have 
been nude by American citizens. Some 
of them si'C ilio absurdity of the claim 
of their Guvc.-ji;ii.iut clearly, and put it 
in a very .-z-.ow^ 'io'it- "'^ these is 

a correspondent of tho Argonaut, win 
writes in roply to "Aleut" over thi 
signature "B. " This writer protest 
not only against giving tho Alaska 
Commercial Company a monopoly of 
the fur seal liunting in Alaska territory 
but against the United .States arrogat 
ing to itself exclusive jurisdiction ovoi 
tho waters of Behring's Sea. Arguing 
against the renewal of the lease of the 
Company he says : 

■Two dangers impend. The first is 
that, for the sake of' still further enrich 
ing the Alaska Commercial Company 
the Govenunent will continue' to violate 
a principle of international' law*, whicl 
has been emphatically asserted fron 
time immemorial by the United States 
That principle is, that no nation oai 
claim. jurisdiction over uninclosed water 
beyond a certain distance from low 
wtttar mark. Tho di.stance has been 
variously stated at ono mill-, or on 
league, or tliree leagues, or one liunilre( 
miles (in the 'I'l'eaty of Utrecht). That 
jirineiple, wliieli was lirst slated by 
( Irotius in UiO;), was adojited l)y the 
United Stati'.s at the vi'ry begimiing of 
their national eareer. it was asserted 
by , lames .Madison, when he refused 
aekiiowleilge the suvereignly of .-Mgi 
over the .Meclitoi'i aneaii, and went to wa 
rathertliaupaytriliute: it was asserted by 
John yuiiicy .-Vdanis a.s to tliis very 
of Behring, when Itusfiia insisted that i 
was a closed sea; Mr. Adams dmiounc 
the ''vain ami extravagant pretensions 
of Russia, and hail the satisfiiction of 
hearing from l icjvernor .Speranski, of ,Si 
beriu, that the claim had been aban 
donud; it wa.s again asserted, in 184.S, 
when Mr. Tylor refused to pay .Souiul 
dues to Denmark : a national congress 
met at ( 'opeiihagen, and Great Hrit.iin 
Russia, France, Prussia and the United 
States agreed that Deiunark had no jur 
isdiction over tlio .Sound, which was 
uninclosed sea, and that the dues must 
be abolislied; it was reasserted )rT Mr. 
Seward as late as 1866, when Russian 
cruisers attempted to interfere wit! 
American whalers in Behring's .Sea. 

Tile leading ease, ill which tho law on 
the .'inbjei.'t i.s' elaliorately stated, is th 
case of tile i'laiieonia, which was trie 
in Knghind in 1S7.S. In tliat ctkso tli 
thirteen judges who sat in appeal - 
while diliei'iiig in otlier matters - -agrei 
that the I'arlianieiit of Kngland has no 
aeeo'diiig to the principles of jmblie 
law, any authority to h'gislate for ves- 
sels on th..' liigh seas. Herein the court 
was Di'i'ly echoing sound .-\mericaii 
docli '. Kent says: "It is iliiiionlt 
to dn any precise or determinate con- 
clusion as to tho distance to which a 
State may lawfully extend its exclusive 
dominion over tho sea adjoining its tor- 
ritorion. . . . .According Ui the current 
of modern authority, tlio general terri- 
torial jurisdiction extends into the sea 
as far as a cannon-shot will reach, and 
no further." And Wheaton observes: 
"The controversy cannot bo considered 
open at this day. . . . Tho mariiiine 
territory of every nation extends to the 
distance of a marine league, or as far as 
a cannon-shot will reach from tho 
shore." 

But Mr. Blaine, who is now Seoretaty 
of State, sets at naught these authori- 
ties. Ill ISSl he showed a disposition 
to enfore," tli..' i;laim preferred liy the 
United .Stat.-H, whether it was sound or 
unsound, junt or unjust. This is proved 
by the follow ing extract from a letter 
-which he caused to be written to Mr. U. 
A. Ancona by tho acting Secretary of 
the 'J'rea.;tiry. 

Tlie l,.w p: -.liiKits the killing of any 
fur-bcariiig aiiimiils, e.>:c4.ipt as otherwise 
therei:i provided, within the limits of 
Alaska Territory or the waters thereof. 

\m\ rnqiiiro in regard to the 
intei'pn'i.'iie.ii .,f the terms "waters 
then nf a- lis. d ill tli.,' hiw, anil how far 
the jui isilici loll of tho United StatoB is 
to be uiidi rsiood as e.vlriiding. . . . 
^■on are infoi'iiied t hat the treaty with 
KuKsia of .March .'id, bSVO, by wliieh the 
Tei-l'itory of .-Vhiska was ceded to the 
United .Slates, detiiics tile lioundary 
of the territory so ceded. It will be seeii 
therefrom thai, the limit of the cession 
extends troni a line starting from the 
Arctic ocean, and ruuniiig through Beh- 
ring's Strait to the nortii of St. La'W- 
renoo Island. The line runs thence. in a 
Bouth.-westerly direction so as to pass 
midway botv^eon the island of Attou and 
Copper Island of tho Kromanbuski 
couplet or group in the North I'lu ifie 
Ocean to inoridian of one hundred ami 
ninety-thruo degrees of west longitude. 
All the waters within the boundary to 
the western end of the Aleutian Archi- 
pelago and chain of islaiids, aro consid- 
efCfl within tlut w.-iters of Alaska Terri- 
t<jry. All the pi'iiallies iireseribed by 
law against I In^ killing of fur-bearing 
aiiimalH would therefore attach agninat 
any violation of the law within tho lim- 
its before described. 

'J'his letter>will help the reader to in- 
terpret tho Prosidont's proclamation 
issued a few weeks aj;o. ft was held by 
some tliiit the prnclanial ion meant very 
little, bocauso it coijtalned no definition

She 
depends principally upon exercise, not 
iolent or fatiguing exercise of th.' 
whole body, but constant exercise of tlie 
liifl'crent seta of muscles ncces.sary to 
produce tho effects that are desired. She 
supervises tho diet of her pupils. It 
must be simple, abundant and easy of 
digestion. Cleanliness is essential to 
beauty, so alio prescribes a plentiful use 
of water and regular rubbing. She is 
an enemy to slouching and indolence. It 
seems to us that her aim is to give na- 
ture a fair chance. She professes to be 
able to prevent fatness and blowsiness 
as well as leanness and sollowness. She 
herself an example of the elFects 
of her O'wn "system. She says 
that she was at one time 
thin, sallow and rouiid-slnMihlured ; 
now she is described as being straight 
as an arrow, her cheeks and lips rosy, 
and her whole body plump and well 
shaped. Tho transformation she de- 
clares is all owing to her own exertions 
— to her determination to bo beautiful. 
There is one advantage of Miss .lenness's 
regimen, it can do harm. There is not 
a girl on the continent who can be hurt 
by regular exercise, plain diet and fre- 
quent bathing and shampooing. Such 
treatment, if it did not make thcni all 
beautiful, could not fail to improve 
their health, and health of itself is 
tho most effective and the must 
permanent of beautifiers. ■ A jier- 
fectly healthy woman is not often ugly. 
The drawback to tWs system seems 
to bo that it requires constant -iyatchfnl- 
nesB, continuous exertion, and not a lit- 
tle self-sacrifice. An indolent, self-in- 
dulgent, i^ervolesa girl, even if the re- 
ward is a very;, great; injproremont in 
her looks,- will not be'llkely to continuo 
tho discipline long enough to produce 
the promised, results; and such a girl 
will be sure to lay the blame of failure 
not on herself but on the system. .An 
excellent feature of this system is that 
there is no place in it iuv drugs. Her 
pupils are not treated as if they were 
patients. Her . treatment recommends 
itieif'td' oomhioh sense and we believe 
that if young women generally lived as 
she recommends, they would not only 
be more beautiful but healthier, |iaj>- 
pier and better tempered than they now 
are. 

TWE AUElfmsa OF DEBATE. 

We are glad to' see that our contem- 
porary the Times has given our article 
on the decencies of discussion some con- 
sideration. It is a good sign that it re- 
gards some of the terms that we were 
compoUed to use in onler |)i'opei'ly to 
describe certain newspaper uitiehs as 
hardly consistent with the decern y of 
discussion which it was our object to 
recommend. But here, we think, it 
makes a mistake. Tliere are times 
when it is the duty of the speaker or tlie 
writer to call things by their right 
names. Ho must speak of a sjjade as a 
"spade" and not call it an instrument of 
agriculture. The use of euphiams is, at 
times, niisohieyouB. Tliere are occasions 
when hiotli decency and duty require 
the plainest and most enipliatic fnniiH of 
spi-eeb. The prisoner at the bar ninv 
consider the address of the jndge I'nai.se 
and ofTensivo. Nothing annoys an of- 
fender more than to describe his oU'eneo 
in plai4 vigorous EnjjliBh. Such descrip- 
tion causes othors to see him as he really 
is and makes him view his own crime in 
all its ugliness. To he mealy-mnutln d 
is Boniotime'S ulmoat if not altogether a 
crime. lint the iiitelligeiil hearer ..r 
reader can easily diatinguiab such neces- 
sary plain tall^ from mere vituperation 
and uhdedervdd invective. It is no vio- 
lation of decency to call a thief 
a thief, or to allude to a per- 
son who wantonly und malignantly 
violates the truth as "a liar." It 
is amusing [Bometimea to see how 
shocked certain people who are by no 
means disthiguished for their regard for 
tho truth are when they hear the proper 
and well deserved 'appellation applied 
to a person who has uttered what was 
grossly and donionHlriitively untrue. 
According to their code it is an outrage 
undor any circumHtaiicos to call a man a 
liar. If they are right, sonio of the best 
books iu the longuagBi the Bible in- 
cliided; shduld'bo burned, for in them 
wickedness is apprnpriat(dy <lesignaled. 
But they do not violate deeeney. ()n 
thn contrary they ]u'oinote ilcieeney ; thi-y 



ent is not only most ut^air bat mean 
and contemptible in tboV^treme^ Tbf 
man who does this violates the delsenciM 
of discusaion. lie throws no light upon 

the subject debated upon; he does not 
help any lieaier lo conio to a uound eon- 
chision. He, to accomplish a bad purpose, 
merely diroota attention to something 
that has nothing to do with tlte subjoot 
and insitl68"tlIo~inEiBlligehce15f~hiriiear~ 
ers or readers, Fools may laugh at the 
indecent device to diatract attention, or 
to gratify malice, but seiisiblo und fair- 
minded men are disgusted. 

Our contemporary is mistaken if it 
thinks that our feelings are "hicoratcd" 
by anythiiig'that has appeared in its col- 
umns. Such stufl' as -we commented 
upon hurts no one. But we are, for the 
sake of the credit of the 
press of tho province, sorry to 
ace in the coluums of the Times, or in 
any other British Columbia jounial, ar- 
ticles which are calculated to bring it' 
into contempt in the other provinces. 
We do not desire lo see Victoria pointed 
at as the "Kataiiawill" of the Dominion. 
.\ii.l this will certaiidy Vo the case if its 
joui nalibts do not pay some, regard to 
the decencies of disoussiou. . A^wo have 
already hhited, a disregard of the 
amenitius of journalism will be ecrtaiu 
to bring tho pi'css of tlie province into 
general contempt, and deprive it of the 
intluence that it ought to exercise , and 
that it might easily exercise if its^tUs- 
cnssious were conducted rationally, and 
with decency. and moderation.
